with a St. Louis County farmer who 
reared her; and that Edenborn 
when asked why he had not mar- 
ried Miss Dettly, merely’ = said: 
“She’s too lazy.” 


Woman 85, a Witness. 


The thread of the narrative was 
taken up by Mrs. Augusta Brand, 
2927 Sullivan avenue, an 85-year- 
old great-grandmother, who is so 
infirm she had to be carried to 
and from the witness stand in the 
arms of Randolph Laughlin, one 
of Mrs. Meier’s attorneys. She 
displayed a keen memory, recall- 
ing dates and names with alacrity. 

In the summer of 1875, Mrs. 
Brand testified, Edenborn brought 
a little girl, about 14 months old, 
to her home af Fifteenth and Mad- 
ison streets. Edenborn then was 
a clerk for the Ludlow-Saylor Wire 
Co. at Second and Market streets, 
and roomed next door. Mrs. Brand 
said she had charge of the child 
for 16 months, Edenborn paying 
her $6 a month board for the 
child. Edenborn then spoke of 
sending the child t6 a St. Louis 
County farm to be raised, and he 
had her deliver the girl to a fam- 
ily named Neumann, then living 
on Dock street, but about to move 
to a county farm. 


Mrs. Brand said the time when 
Edenborn brought the child to her 
was just about two weeks before 
he was married’ to Miss Sarah 
Drain, now his widow. There are 
no surviving children by this mar- 
riage. 

The testimony of Mrs. Brand and 
Mrs. Mattern was substantially the 
same as in depositions they gave 
a year ago, and published in the 
Post-Dispatch at the time.

In 1908, Wenneker continued, he | 
and Edenborn were bantering each 
other about not having made wills 
and Edenborn drew from his coat 
a memorandum book in which he 
said he had jotted down provisions 
intended for incorporation in a 
will 

“She ought to have, half of my 
estate,” Wenneker quoted Eden- 
born as saying of Mrs. Meier, “‘but 
she wouldn't know what to do with 
it if I gave it to her, so I think 
I'll give her and her children one- 
third of the estate.”

Retired From the Game. 

Five years ago McAuliffe was 
the subject of much speculation, 
inasmuch as he had defeated Floyd 
Johnson, Tiny Herman and several]!

“That end is cauliflower ears, 
partial or total blindness, a flat- 
tened nose, and, ever worse, the 
fresh and eager youth of other 
years will find himself shorn of 
ambition and without a means of 
living later in life. He almost in- 
variably ends as a hanger-on in a 
dingy gymnasium, the butt of al- 
leged wits of the locality. 

“But what of the big purses box- 
ers receive?” Lippe was questioned. 
“Can't the boxer put away some of 
the money he earns?” 

More Money in Truck Driving. 

“TAsten, there is only one place in 
the United States where there is 
‘important’ money in boxing.” was 
the reply. “That place is under 
the Rickard banner in New York. 
Uniess a fighter is g00d enough 
to pull down the big purses at the 
Garden, he would Profit more in 
the long run by putting in the same 
amount of energy at driving a 
truck. 

“Even most fighters realize this 
but there is something about the 
game that, when once in the blood 
holds you.” 

The “something” to which Lippe 
referred has brought him back 
three times from what doctors pro- 
nounced was his last illness. He 
spent three years, prior to last year, 
at Tucson, Ariz. Doctors had pre- 
dicted he never would return. But 
the lure of the game was too 
strong. Since his return he has 
gathered under hig wing about 15 
boxers. Levinsky is the best known 
of the lot.

He is alsé credited with 
having destroyed Lloyd George's 
coalition six years later.

EARTHQUAKE WRECKS 
TUWNS IN MEXICO 


Places in Oaxaca State’ Re- 
ported Destroyed—Vera 
Cruz Rocked.

MEXICO CITY, April 17.—Dis- 
patches today said seyeral towns 
in the State of Oaxaca were be- 
lieved to have been destroyed in 
the earthquake which rocked 
Southern Mexico last night. No 
casualties were reported. The 
shocks were most violent in a large 
zone in Oaxaca and many build- 
ings collapsed in Oaxaca City. 
Others were so severely shaken 
that their collapse was threatened. 
These included the Government 
house. 

Most of the buildings in Pino- 
tepa and Textepec were damaged. 
A sound like a cannon shot was 
heard from a nearby hill at Texte- 
pec before the earthquake. 

The shocks were strong at Vera 
Cruz and buildings all over the 
city rocked. The population was 
greatly alarmed, but the property 
damage was believed to be. small. 
The shocks were also strong at 
Vila Hermosa in the State of 
Tabasco. 

They were felt in Mexico City 
and the center of the disturbance 
was officially estimated to be 168 
miles to the southeast of the 
capital. ' 


St. Louis U. Reports Tremors: 

The seismograph at St. Louis 
University registered a destructive 
earthquake lasting two and one- 
half hours last night. The Rev. 
J. &. Joliet, S. J., computed the 
distance as approximately 1500 
miles southwest of St. Louis. Two 
heavy shocks were recorded at 9:30 
p. m. and 9:34.

Prof. William D. Harkins 
of Chicago U. Describes 
Research Before Chem- 


ists’ National Convention. 


Atoms of helium gas traveling 
through the air at the rate of 12,000 
miles a second have been caught 
by the eye of a laboratory camcra 
and photographed as they collided 
with other infinitesimal atoms, Prof. 
William Draper Harkins of” the 
University of Chicago told the 


American Chemical Society here to- 
day. 


“ 
Prof. Harkins’ address, :delivered 


perhaps the most significent 
Symposium devoted to modern 
atomic theories yet held, was only 
one event of the opening of the 
convention of 1200 chemists, from 
all parts of the country. Repre- 
senting every phase of the field of 
chemistry, with 16 sections, each 
pursuing research discussion in a 
particular branch of the science— 
the convention today tuned its at- 
tention to the first group of the 300 
scientific papers scheduled for 
resentation. 
Tiniest Bit of Matter. 

An atom is the minutest fleck of 
substance‘ In size, it stands in re- 
lation to the head of an ordinary 
pin as a baseball stands to the 
earth. To photograph the infin- 
itesimal bullets as they are explod- 
ed from a radio-active substance 
such as “thorium C” requires com- 
plicated processes involving ex- 
treme magnification of the field of 
the camera’s vision through lenses 
and “stepping up” the speed of 
the laboratory moving picture 
camera. 

Prof. Harkins took in all 100,000 
photographs of helium atoms fur- 
tling through the air, leaving be- 
hind microscopic trails of cloud.

Two Elements the Result. 

That isn’t all. The atom of fluo- 
rine turns a somersault or two 
and then itself explodes, firing out 
one atom of hydrogen at dizzying 
speed and another slower atom of a 
new kind of oxygen. This oxgen 
atom is heavier than either of the 
two atoms from which it was 
formed. 

Prof. Harkins was one of several 
internationally known scientists 
who spoke at the symposium. Phy- 
sicists conceive all elements to be 
composed of atoms—infinitesimal 
motes of substance. Each atom is 
a whirling world of its own. The 
outer rim of an atom is a field in 
which there are electrons, negative 
charges of electricity. They are 
balanced by protons—positive 
charges of electricity at the cen- 
ter, or nucleus, of the atom. 

Physicists contend the outer 
electrons whirl about the nucleus, 
making a minute solar system of 
which the immeasurably small sun 
is the atom’s nucleus. Atoms vary 
in size, but the average atom, it has 
been estimatefl, is approximately 
1-250,000,000th of an inch in diam- 
eter. 

Some Chemists Differ. 

While many chemists line ‘ip 
with the physicists as to the whirl- 
ing, or dynamic atom, others be-

Scientist Tells How He’Photographed 
Atoms Going 12,000 Miles a Second|

lieve the atom is a static affair. 
Both chemists ang physicists— [ 
among the latter being G. E. M. 
Jauncey, associate professor at 
Washington Universityl, who has 
done extensive original work in 
atomic measurements, contributed 
to the symposium. 

Prof. Harkins, in relating his 
amazing observations through the 
eye of the laboratory camera, dis- 
cussed ih general his atomic re- 
gearch of the last 14 years, fol- 
lowing the discovery® by Wilson 
that atoms, or fragments of atoms, 
which are shot at high speed 
through a gas, may leaéve* visible 
trails. 

His investigations showed that 
the trails left by atoms as_ they- 
sped through the air are clouds of 
water vapor, exactly like the 
clouds that produce rain, except 
that they occur as sharp lines pre- 
cisely where the atom has passed. 

Tracks of 1,000,000 Atoms. 

“When illuminated by a bright 
arc light,” he said, “these atom 
tracks appear as brilliant lines of 
luminous cloud, usually straight. 
The atoms used for this purpese 
may be obtained with speeds of 
12,000 miles a second by using the 
explosion of radioactive atoms, 
such as those of ‘thorium C.’ With 
& moving picture machine about 
100400 photographs were taken, 
showing the tracks of about 1,000,- 
000 atoms. 

“In the passage of helium atoms 
through a hundred thousand bil- 
lion atoms of the air, only about 
30 sharp collisions were obtained. 
The extremely minute object from 
which the helium atom rebounds 
is called the nucleus of the'atom, 
and is shown by this, as well as by 
other earlier work by Rutherford 
armel his associates be about as 
large compared with the supposed 
diameter of the atom as is the sun 
in comparison: with, the diameter 
of the solar system. Thus, the 
atom is régarded as at least 100,- 
000 times larger than its nu¢leus.” 

Composed of Lighter Atoms. 

After detailing the collision of 
the helium atom and that of 
the nitrogen atom, and the 
resultant momentary formation 
of the fluorine atom, which 
in turn explodes into hydrogen and 
the new oxygen, Prof. Harkins dis- 
cussed the building up of helium 
atoms from lighter atoms of hydro- 
gen. Just as the heavy oxygen 
atom is released, following the ex- 
plosion of the fluorine, so helium 
atoms are built up of lighter hydro- 
gen atoms, he said. 

“Calculations made from Ein- 
stein’s theory of relativity indicat- 
ed that the amount of heat lib- 
erated in the formation of one 
pound of atoms of helium ftom 
lighter atoms of hydrogen should

of 10,000 tons of coal, or enough 
to heat an ordinary house for 500 
to 1000 years, 

“The heat of the sun wal the 
cosmic rays may be due partly to 
the occurrence of this reaction. In 
the formation of oxygen and 
hydrogen from nitrogen and heli- 
um, energy seems to be stored up 
rather than liberated. 

New Periodic System -Found, 
“The idea that heavier atoms 
are built up from atoms of helium, 
which in turn are built up from 
lighter atoms of hydrogen, gave 
rise to the discovery of a new peri- 
odic system which relates to the 
nuclei of atoms.” : 


The system deals with the pres- 
ence of electric charges about the 
genter of the minute fleck of mat- 
.er in odd or even numbers, he ex- 
plained. 
“It gives strong evidence that 
the earth has been bullt up by the 
aggregation of smaller bodies, such 
as meteorites or planetesimals,” he 
said, “which accords with the 
theory of the building of the earth 
developed by Prof. Thomas C. 
Chamberlain of the University of 
Chicago.” ; 
Dr. Victor Cofman, research 
chemist at the E. I. du Pont de; 
Nemdéurs Co., declared there was 
no essential difference, so far as 
atomic interpretation is concerned, 
between crystalline chemical com- 
pounds, such as salts, metallic com- 
pounds and the like, and colloid 
compounds, substances making up 
plants and animals. 


Associate Professor Jauncey of 
Washington University told of com- 
plicated measurements he kad 
made by calculations with respect 
to the sodium and the chlorine 
atom in rock salt. Proceeding in- 
directly, he first passed x-rays 
from a 100,000 volts current 
through rock salt. The reflected 
rays traveled into a brass chamber 
where the hollow interior was 
pierced by a brass rod. An electric 
current, atéached to the outside of 
the chamber, failed to flow to the 
brass rod in the interior until the 
reflected x-rays, conductors of 
electricity, entered the chamber. 


Machine Measures Current. 


When the é@titrent began to flow, 
the intensity of the reflection of th? 
rays w@s gauged by the intensity 
of the current, this being recorded 
on a special measuring machine, in 
which 4 bar of light moved to right 
or Jeft, depending on the strength 
of the current, across a glass scale. 


Through calculations, based on 
the intensity of the reflected rays, 
Prof. Jauncey was able to arrive at 
approximste measurements of ato- 
mic diameters. He was able to 
show, as have other physicists, that 
the electrons in an atom occupy 
different orbits. He approximates 
the radius of the sodium atom at 
1-250,000,000th of an inch. One 
of the elections, he says, stands ap- 
proximately 1-2,000,000,000th of an 
inch nearer the nucleus than the 
outer orbit. a 

Other speakers before the sym- 
posium, directed jointly by the 
organic, and physical and inorganic 
divisions of the society, were Prof." 
G. L. Clark of the University of Til- 
inois, Dean 8S. C. Lind of the Unil- 
versity of Minnesota, Prof. W. A.

We all know about Chicago’s underworld, we know 
about the beer concessions, the rum routes, the vice 
and gambling privileges and, the profitable partner- 
ships they have promoted between politics and the 
desperadoes that argue with machine guns and “pine- 
apples.” 

Chicago has an upperworid, too, that finds advan- 
tage in intimate relationship with politics. Instead 
of the machine gun this tpperworld employs the 
checkbook; it invokes “patriotism” in preference to 
the “pineapple.”

The socialized street cars of London are 
losing passengers at the rate of 12,000,000 
a year. 

The private busses of London are now 
carrying twice as many passengers as the 
socialized street cars. That is the modst 
important fact in the present transport 
situation, 

They are making money, too, while the 
street cars are losing millions. London 
General Omnibus Co. has just paid 3% 
rer cent, free of tax—an increase over the 
previous year. 

The private busses of London are’ carry- 
ing 1,800,000,000 passengers a yéar—threé-+ 
times as many as they carried in 1913. 

The London street cars, on the contrary, 
have lost $1,500,000 in the past 12 months. 
They are now in a state of hopeless bank- 
ruptcy. In the past four years they have 
lost $4,275,000. 

The total debt of the whole system is 
now $45,000,000. All this has had to be 
paid by the local taxpayers of London. 

This bankruptcy of its street car system 
has had a serious effect upon the credit 
of the London County Council. Not long 
ago it tried to borrow $30,000,000, and only 
°0 per cent of the loan was taken up. The 
balance was left with the underwriters, al- 
tnheugh it was a 4 per cent loan, offered 
et G4.

newspapers of London. This is the gen- 
eral opinion. They have become universal- 
ly unpopular, % 

Théy are Owned and operated, in every. 
cause, by municipalities. They are run very 
inefficiently. Usually, the cars are dirty. 
They are noisy and slow. 

A street car picks up and: puts down its 
passengers in the middle of the _ street, 
whereas a bus runs alongside the pavement 
and handles its passengers in a safer and 
more convenient way. : 

Even in Glasgow, the city that hoped to 
make huge profits on its street car system. 
there was a heavy loss last year. ‘“‘If street 
cars cannot be made to pay in Glasgow,” 
say the British people, “they cannot be 
made to pay anywhere.” 

The fact is that Britain's socialized street 
cars are doubly handicapped. They are op- 
erated inefficiently by eity councils, and 
they are penalized by obsolete laws. 

They are governed still by the “Tramway 
Act” of 1870. At that time every street car 
was drawn by horses. Electric systems were 
unknown, 

Every street car system is required to 
construct both the foundations and the sur- 
face of the track, and also 18 inches on the 
outer side of its rails, 

The sole reason for the latter obligation 
was that ¢he feet of the horses wore away 


But during the week a new giant bus was 
put on the streets of London. It has six 
wheels and can carry 104 passengers. It is 
30 feet long and slightly more than seven 
feet wide. It is a double-decker, and has 
pneumatic tires. 

Lord Montagu, an English authority on 
motor transport, predicts that the bus of 
the future will have eight wheels, as rail- 
road coaches have. This will mean less con- 
gestion and less wear and tear on the roads. 
It is considered that the maximum axle load 
should be six tons. .

RITISH street cars still carry 4,668,- 


000,000 passengers a year—three times 
as many as the railroads do. 

They are spending $7,500,000 this year on 
improvements and new developments. But 
fewer miles are being operated in 1927 than 
there were in 1924. 

Street car fares have never been so low 
as they are at present. Fares have been cut 
down in a frantic effort to compete with 
the busses. In London you can buy an all- 
day ticket for 24 cents and ride on as many 
Street cars as you please. You can ride for 
much less than one cent a mile. Yet people 
prefer the busses. 

In this rivalry between socialized street 
cars and private busses the busses have won 
in spite of all manner of difficulties. 

Almost every city council takes sides 
with the street cars and does what it can to 
hamper the busses. All officialdom is on 
the side of the street cars. 

No laws or ordinances or subsidies have 
helpgd the bus companies. They have won 
through sheer efficiency and persistence. 

They have given a better and more cour- 
teous service at a slightly higher price, and 
they have won over the British public. 

It is one more proof of the fact that, al- 
though things move slowly in Great Britain, 
and although officialdom is solidly en- 
trenched, the public in the long run does 
what it pleases, in spite of socialism.

lican of Massachusetts, and 
Mrs. Mary T. Norton, Democrat of 
New Jersey, will speak in the 
“Voters’ Service” broadcast 
through KSD at 6 o’clock this eve- 
ning.

Mrs. Norton was the first Demo- 
cratic woman elected to Congress. 
She is serving her second term, 
having been re-elected in 1926. 
She is a member of the District of 
Columbia, Labor, and World War 
Veterans’ Legislation Committees 
in the House. She is particularly 
interested in maternity and infancy 
work, and has been president for 
10 years of the Day Nursery Asso- 
ciation of Jersey City. 

Mrs. Rogers was elected to the 
House in 1925, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of her hus- 
band, John Jacob Rogers. Her re- 
election followed in 1926. She is 
a member of the Committees on 
Civil Service, Indian Affairs and 
World War Veterans’ Legislation. 
During the World War, Mrs. 
Rogers served with the Red Cross 
and became interested in the prob- 
lems of disabled veterans. In 1922, 
President Harding appointed her 
as his personal representative in 
care of disabled veterans, and in 
1923 she was reappointed to the 
post by President Coolidge. 


Charles Cheney Hyde, Hamilton 
Fish professor of international law 
at Columbia University,’ will de- 
liver an address on “Fundamentals 
of International Law” which ‘will

Hyde, who was appointed by 
President Harding as solicitor for 
the Department of State in Febru- 
ary, 1923, prepared monographs on 
international law for the confiden- 
tial use of the American Delegation 
at the Peace Conference in 1918- 
1919.
